W a s h in g t o n , May 20.—A unanimous 
decision of the District Supreme Court 
ou the questions raised by the defense in 
the Guiteau case will be announced Mon­ 
day. The court holds that the bullet fired 
at the President-by Guiteau on tho 2d of 
July, m this city, was the cause of his 
death, aud that the trial could only have 
beeu held in Washington; that the death 
of the President iu New Jersey, except as 
affected by local statutes, could 
not 
change jurisdiction. The assassin had 
not been rn New Jersey, had committed 
I no offense against New Jersey laws, 
I and the mere fact of tho victim be- 
I mg removed to Biberon to prolong his 
I life or save it, if possible, could not be 
I made to affect the character of the crime. 
I The court will hold, in addition, th a t, 
I there are several grounds on 
which 
I 
jurisdiction as exercised might be main­ 
tained if it were necessary to decide the 
I case. 
1. That this is a United States court, 
with all the powers of any circuit court of 
the United States. 
2. That this is a judicial district, and 
that, under the provisions of Jaw, when a 
criiue is begun in one and completed in 
another district, the offense is complete 
in either. 
3. That, the murder being an offense 
in this district against the United States, 
removal of the President to New Jersey I 
dul not take him beyond the jurisdiction 
of the government against which tho of­ 
fense was commuted. 
Considerable anxiety has

pressed aa to the action of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, it being au- I 
nounced that application would bo made I 
to that body by defendant’s counsel for 
a 
writ of 
habeas 
corpus.

are now only two justices of

mg adjourned for the term), Chief J ustice 
Waite and Justice Miller. The best le­ 
gal authorities express doubts whether a 
writ could be grouted by the full court iu 
session, and it is believed that any single 
judge will take the responsibility on so 
imjiortont a question, when it is recalled 
that the court was in session for 
three 
mouths after the sentence of death was 
passed. I may therefore, be reasonably 
concluded that Guiteau will hang as sen­ 
tenced, aud that there is no earthly hope 
for him.

Trials for high treason have been 
most ran* in modern times, and the 
whole subject is invested with a singu-1 
lar interest even for the general read-I 
iug public. From the beginning of the I 
common law treason was recognized | 
and punished as a crime, the cause of 
the crime alw ays being some act of hos­ 
tility against the Crown bv some one 
owing allegiance to it. 
With an un­ 
written law and corrupt or subservient 
Judges, it may readily be imagined 
what bloody injustices were possible. 
The laws of Alfred declared that if any 
man plotted against the King, either 
himself or by harboring exiles, lie 
should be liable in his life and all his 
possessions. 
During the two centuries 
that followed the conquest, however, 
trials for treason were rare, and the 
literature of the subject is scanty. The 
Ring being merely regarded as a sort 
of 
Premier-Baron, 
and 
there 
be­ 
ing 
no 
difficulty in 
finding 
a 
flaw in his title, treasonable enterprises 
were 
frequent; 
per 
contra, 
when 
those engaged in such enterprises came 
to grief, they were got rill of without 
excessive formality. William deBraosc, 
when King John invited him to send 
his son as a page to Queen Isabella, 
hesitated, aud his wife declared that 
she would never trust her child iii the 
hands of a man who had murdered his 
own nephew'. 
The result w as that the 
whole family, having vainly fled to the 
Irish wilds/was shut up in a room in 
the tower and start ed to death. 
The 
punishments varied, but were often 
barbarous. The Barons under Mortimer 
Iud Isabella hanged Le Despencer and 
burned out Edward II.'s bowels with a 
red-hot iron introduced through a cow’s 
horn. 
The Norsemen had an interest­ 
ing way of insinuating an adder into a 
prisoner's stomach in a similar fashion, 
while Edward III. when he caught 
Mortimer, his mother's pammour, mere­ 
ly hanged him. In the twenty-fifth 
of hi; 


fease charged—conspiring to kill the 
King. 
In bidney's case, only one wit­ 
ness, the infamous Lord Howard, could 
be found, but Jeffreys improved on 
Bacon bv accepting as the second wit­ 
ness garbled extracts from a theoretical 
manuscript work on government found 
among his papers.

strong was at the same tim© hanged, 
drawn and quartered, “ without trial, 
without having been confronted with 
his accusers, and without being heard in 
his own defense.'’

Macaulay Hie story of the bloody assize 
in the west, after Monmouth’s rebellion, 
when men were hanged and quartered 
by hundreds, and Jeffreys sentenced 
Alice Lisle to be burned alive, the sen­ 
tence being with difficulty commuted to 
decapitation.

less fortunate, being burned to death at 
Tyburn iii October, 1685. 
When there 
was not evidence enough for Scroggs or 
Jeffreys, the crow n could always pass a 
bill of attainder and have Parliament 
declare A or ll guilty of high treason, 
and therefore be executed, with ex­ 
tinction of his titles aud confiscation of 
his property. 
William of Orange made 
haste to do honor to Russell aud Sid­ 
ney's memory, yet he was the last 
sovereign to employ a bill of attainder. 
Thus he sent Sir John Fenwick, a 
Jacobite, to the gallows, it being hope­ 
less to indict him with one w itness to 
the overt act. The bill was with diffi- 
culty got through Parliament, Lord 
Derby opposing it eloquently in the 
Lords. In those days the prisoner w as 
hanged for half an hour; then his heart 
and Dowels were torn out and burned; 
then his body w as quartered, aud the 
four fragments and his head were stuck 
upon spikes iii different parts of the 
count it . 
After the Jacobite rising of 
1745, '.Townley and Flatcher were thus 
dismembered* their heads being set up 
over Tem] >le Bar, where SamuelRogers, 
the banker-poet, remembered seeing 
tile rn. They rotted away about the time 
of our Declaration of Independence. 
The last |arsons executed in England 
for high treason were Arthur Thistlc- 
wood and his four companions, hanged 
at the Old Bailey, May I, 1820, for the 
famous Cato street conspiracy to massa­ 
cre the Ministers at dinner and carry off 
the heads of Castlereagh and Sidmouth 
as special trophies iu bags prepared for 
the purpose.

Two witnesses 
were needed as to the overt act, and tho 
prisoner was entitled to a copy of the 
indictment and the jury panel a certain 
lime before his arraignment. But ac­ 
cording to the act of 1800, wiiere the 
overt act is in the nature of a direct at­ 
tempt un the life of the sovereign, the 
trial is to be conducted in the same man­ 
ner as an ordinary indictment for felo­ 
ny.—London Special lo Chicago Times.

Hunting for game was practiced with* 
bow and arrow o n ly , lint I iii the six 
teentli century the Spaniards contrived 
the arquebus or matchlock.

Owiug 
to the enormous shipments of beef cattle 
to the East, and to Europe, it is almost 
impossible for dealers iu this State to 
purchase fat cattle for their markets; aud 
what they do buy command the highest 
prices, and fat cattle bring higher prices 
now than ever before in this State. 
Recently 
tho 
retail 
dealers 
in 
Racine raised the price of meats to 18«* 
20 cents for surloin, roasts aud steak, at 
which there w as a general wail and cry 
of exhorbitant prices. Tho butchers ex­ 
cuse this by replying that it is impossi­ 
ble to procure beef cattle at present pri­ 
ces aud sell meats for less, which seems 
to be the prevailing excuse throughout 
the Northwest.
